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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The propoosed amendments would alter the scope of the previously presented claims and thus require further 
search and/or consideration. Contrary to the applicants contention to the contrary, even the amendment to claim 1 alters the scope of the 
previously presented claims because all of the limitations found previously in dependent claim 31 have not been incorporated into the newly 
amended independent claim 1. As such consideration must be given as to whether the previous art teaches viewer tendency information 
that can include only values for titles or whether values for titles, categories and keywords are always required to be provided together. . 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguements directed towards the amended 
claims would require further search and or consideration. The applicants arguments directed towards the 35 USC 112 rejection of claim 19 
are not persuasive. The examiner must examine the claims in light of their broadest reasonable interpretation. When interpreted in such a 
light the limitations that the second programming guide includes "a group of programs that the first viewer absolutely wishes to view" and 
the phrase "programs the user want to view without fail" have very disseparate scopes. The applicants arguments directed towards the 
limitations of the claims that were present during the prosecution of the case appear to be predicated on a very narrow interpretation of the 
claim language. If the applicant wished to include more narrowly defined limitations than those currently present in the claims, then the 
examiner encouranges them to place the limitations in the claims themselves. The applicants arguments directed towards the Lee 
reference fails to point out the locations of the claimed limitation in the priority documents. As such the examiner is unable to make a final 
determination as to whether the Lee reference qualifies as prior art. Additionally, as the scope of the independent claim from which claim 
27 depends has been modified amendment, the scope of claim 27 has likewise been changed and will require futher search and/or 
consideration. 
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
